SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


This  has  been  a  very  busy  and  productive  year. 

Springfield  is,  perhaps,  experiencing  its  greatest  growth  since 
Colonial  days.  New  homes  are  being  built  in  all  parts  of  town, 
but,  in  such  a  manner  that  the  town  continues  to  keep  its  rural  look. 
We  are  very  happy  that  the  taxes  obtained  from  this  new  growth 
far  exceed  the  extra   cost  of  any  services  they   may   require. 

The  Eastman  Development  has  fulfilled  all  its  obligations  relat- 
ing to  roads  in  Springfield,  subject  to  final  approval  by  selectmen 
and  engineer  in  the  spring.  Several  homes  have  been  built  and 
we  understand  all  lots  have  been  sold  thus  enlarging  our  tax  base 
tremendously.  We  would  like  to  thank  Eastman  for  the  cooperation 
it  has   given    us. 

The  new  truck  has  proven  very  satisfactory.  This  fall  we  were 
able  to  obtain  a  new  plow  making  this  piece  of  equipment  more 
efficient.  The  loader  was  given  a  much  needed  physical  and  face 
lift.      We   expect  the   grader  will   be   next. 

Several  roads  have  been  up-graded  making  for  easier  main- 
tenance. A  portion  of  George  Hill  Road  has  been  rebuilt  accord- 
ing to  the  recommendations  and  specifications  of  the  State  engineer. 
We  feel  the  hiighway  Department  is  to  be  commended  for  the 
fine  work  and  cooperation  it  has  shown  over  the  year.  We  would 
like  to  thank  George  Cote,  Jr.,  for  his  help  in  maintaining  the  town 
equipment  at  a  price  we  could  afford  to  pay. 

The  agreement  with  Sunapee  regarding  the  dump  has  proven 
satisfactory. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  the  individuals  of  the  various  depart- 
ments and  committees  for  the  fine  work  they  have  accomplished 
and  their  unselfish  efforts  to  make  Springfield  a  better  town.

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LIBRARY  ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  year  1978  has  been  an  exciting  and  progressive  one  for  the 
library.  After  acceptance  into  the  Statewide  Development  Pro- 
gram we  have  continued  to  update  our  local  collection.  Patrons 
should  now  find  many  new  books  in  a  number  of  varied  fields.  Many 
of  these  books,  of  course,  were  purchased  by  town  funds  but  several 
private  donations  have  expanded  our  collection.  Much  credit  is 
due  to  our  competent  librarian.  Amy  Anderson,  who  has  contributed 
much  time  "beyond  the  call  of  duty"  in  selecting  and  processing 
the  additions  to  the  library. 

Several  Major  improvements  have  been  made  to  the  interior  of 
the  library  building.  The  children's  room  has  been  made  more 
attractive  and  warmer  with  the  full  carpeting  of  the  floor,  additional 
small  chairs  and  new  shades.  A  gas  burning  toilet  has  been  installed 
in  the  rear  storage  room  which  was  cleaned  and  repaneled.  An 
adult  reading  room  has  been  established  by  rearranging  some 
bookcases  and  purchasing  a  secretarial  desk  for  the  librarian  which 
makes  for  better  use  of  the  available  space.

About 
40  children  enjoyed  the  later  and  we  wish  to  thank  all  who  donated 
money  and  helped  In  any  way. 

The  library  could  not  be  successful  without  town  support  and 
the  help  received  from  so  many.  We  extend  our  thanks  to  all — In 
particular  Priscilla  and  Marjorie,  Jay  and  Janet  Booker  and  Elba 
Jlllson.  Special  thanks  to  Barbara  Reney  who  has  been  so  faithful 
in  assisting  In  supervision  on  Monday  evenings  and  in  "public  rela- 
tions"  at  the   Post  Office.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FOREST  FIRE  CHIEF 
AND  YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


For  more  than  80  years,  a  cooperative  effort  between  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  and  local  forest  fire  authorities  has  created 
a  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  program  that  is  recognized 
as  superior  throughout  the  United  States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in  1895,  the  state 
and  local  community  governments  have  worked  together  to  prevent 
and   combat  forest  fires. 

Today,  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than  1,800  deputy 
wardens  are  appointed  every  three  years  by  the  State  Forester  to 
work  with  the  members  of  the  State  Forest  Fire  staff  in  this  effort. 
State  funds  are  used  to  pay  one-half  the  cost  of  forest  fire  sup- 
pression costs  incurred  by  local  forest  fire  organizations,  within  pay 
rates  established  by  the  Governor  and  Council.  State  funds  match- 
ed by  local  funds  are  used  to  purchase  hand  tools  to  suppress  forest 
fires,  to  train  local  forest  fire  crews  and  in  forest  fire  prevention 
work. 

All  outside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow, 
is  permitted  after  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  your  local 
Forest  Fire  Warden.  Penalty  for  burning  without  a  permit  when 
one  is  required  is  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a  fine  up  to 
$1,000  or  a  jail  term  of  up  to  one  year  or  both.

The  Kearsarge  Visi+ing  Nurse  Association  continues  to  take 
health  skills  into  the  home  and  the  community  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  area  residents.  A  total  of  7605  home  visits  were  provided 
in  1978  by  our  staff.  These  visits  'include  skilled  nursing  care,  physi- 
cal therapy,  occupational  therapy,  speech  therapy,  homemaker/ 
home   health    aide,    health    education   and    mental    health    follow-up.

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LEGISLATURE  REPORT 


Your   Representative   Reports: 

The  legislature  this  past  year  was  called  into  special  session 
in  October  which  lasted  through  June.  We  should  have  connpieted 
our  work  in  a  month. 

The  budget  that  was  passed  in  the  last  session  had  over  one 
hundred  foot  notes  that  have  the  effect  of  law.  Most  of  these  were 
legislation  that  failed  to  pass  in  the  regular  session.  This  year  we 
were  successful  in  getting  a  rules  change  that  will  prevent  this 
from    happening    in    the    future. 

At  present  we  have  a  work  load  of  1400  bills  and  there  will  be 
close    to    500   'bills    from    the    Senate. 

I  have  co-sponsored  legislation  that  will  make  only  one  report 
necessary  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  &  Highways  for  the 
highway  subsidy  monies.  This  will  simplify  the  paper  work  for  the 
Selectmen's  Offces  in  the  towns  and  only  one  report  will  do  the  job. 

In  my  opinion  we  are  sitting  on  a  time  bomb  in  regards  to  the 
problem  of  energy  and  nothing  is  being  done  about  it  at  the  federal 
level  other  than  to  tax,  conserve  and  create  volumes  of  rules  and 
regulations  that  will  stall  private  enterprise  from  producing  it.  We 
will   be  feeling  the   effects   of  the   gas   shortage   every   soon.

The  Springfield  Planning  Board  is  finishing  ifs  eighth  year  of 
activities.

During  the  1978  year  the  Planning  Board  gave  final  approval  to 
15  subdivisions,  the  largest  being  8  lots.  From  these  lots  the 
Planning  Board  received  $156.00  in  filing  fees,  while  it  cost  the 
Board  $178.00  for  mailing  and  printing  expenses.  Since  the  cost 
of  mailing  was  going  up,  the  Board  decided  to  check  with  the  State 
and  se  what  the  Planning  Regulations  stated  concerning  the  cost 
of  mailing  abutters'  notices.  It  states  on  page  36-9  paragraph  36:23 
of  the  Regulations  concerning  planning  that  "No  plot  shall  be  ap- 
proved or  disapproved  by  the  Planning  Board  without  affording  a 
hearing  thereon.  The  applicant  and  abutters  shall  be  notified  of 
said  hearing,  and  the  time  and  place  of  such  hearing,  by  certified 
or  registered  mail,  return  receipt  requested,  not  less  than  five  days 
before  the  date  affixed  for  the  hearing,  the  cost  of  any  required  publi- 
cation or  posting  of  notices  and  the  cost  of  mailing  notices  of  the 
hearing  shall  be  paid  by  the  applicant  prior  to  the  hearing."  At 
this  time  the  cost  is  $1.40  to  send  a  certified  letter,  return  receipt 
requested  (which  Is  less  expensive  than  registered  mail)  and  one 
must  be   sent  to   each   abutter. 

All  Planning  Board  Meetings  are  held  on  the  third  Tuesday  of 
each  month  at  the  Memorial  Building  in  town  at  7:30  p.  m.

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TOWN  BUILDING  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


This  year  i-he  Town  Hall-Church  building  and  the  front  of  the 
town  garage  were  painted. 

When  the  holding  tank  at  the  town  hall  was  pumped  out  this 
summer  it  was  discovered  that  the  tank  is  in  very  poor  condition 
and  could  collapse  at  any  time.  In  view  of  this  we  have  requested 
that  money  be  appropriated  to  have  flush  to'ilers  and  a  new  holding 
tank  installed. 

The  water  in  this  system  would  have  to  be  drained  in  the  fall 
and   refilled  whenever  the   hall  is  used  during  the  winter. 

We  feel  that  this  can  not  be  put  off  any  longer  if  we  wait  and 
the  holding  tank  collapses  we  will  be  unable  to  use  the  Town   Hall.
